Similar Agreements With 
Other Latin Countries 
Will Follow.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—(UN) 


Initiation of negotiations for a _ re- 
ciprocal air traffic agreement with 
Mexico, which officials today said 
may be expected this week, is the 
latest step in the program of the 
state and commerce departments to 
pave the way for an expansion of air 
Americans, 

A reciprocal air agreement. with 

Canada has been in effect for some 
years. Negotiations looking toward 
similar arrangements with Great Brit- 
ain. Irish Free State, Union of South 
Africa, Australia, New Zealand, 
France, Germany, Italy, Spain an 
Holland were begun by the state de- 
partment late last week. Mexico and 
other Latin-American countries are 
to be added to the list. 

Another section of this program, 
announced today, concerns the pro- 
cedure worked out by the state and 
commerce departments “to. facilitate 
airplane flights by American citizens 
and American .airplanes in Europe 
and in the Near East. Under this 
arrangement all requests by United 
States citizens to fly in their own 
planes in Europe will be handled by 
the American embassy in Paris after 
the commerce department has certi- 
fied the. flying competency of the 
persons making the requests and the 
airworthiness of their planes. 

The air traffic agreement with 
Mexico and other countries will fol- 
low closely the Canadian arrange- 
ment. This provides in the main for 
automatic acceptance by one country 
of pilots’ licenses and airplane reg- 
istry certificates issued by the com- 
petent government departments of the 
other country. Air travel by citizens 
of one country over the territory of 
the other is facilitated in many other 

ways. American aviators, for exam- 
ple, need not apply through the state 
department for permission to fly into 
Canada as is the case with other 
countries with which the United States 
has no reciprocal agreements. 

Increasing demand for an agree- 
ment with Mexico, due to the growing 
air traffic between the two countries, 
as well as the new Mexican avia- 
tion law of June 30, 1930, requiring 
foreigners to obtain Mexican licenses 
in the absence of. reciprocal arrange- 
ments, prompted the state department 
to consider the negotiation of an 
agreement. The multilateral air traf- 
fic convention concluded at the sixth 
Pan-American conference in Havana 
in 1928 would have accomplished this 
purpose, but the convention has not 
yet been ratified by the United 
States.

Has Made No Pledge. 


“I wish to assert furthermore that 
not one of the five candidates for 
governor has solicited my support and 
I defy any one to truthfully say that

“At the county commissioner's con- 
vention in Valdosta, before any an- 
nouncements for governor had been 
made, | did state in the course of

In spite 
of the fact that I have been urged 
daily to reverse my decision as to the 
matter, 1 can say more emphatically 
now than evyer—No! 

“In reply to such a request from 
one of my fellow townsmen, I stated 
that in my opinion the authority to 
provide funds for the highway depart- 
ment for building and improving roads 
was vested solely in the general as- 
sembly and they alone could allocate 
the funds, 

Gives Financial Statement. 

“Believing that it was my duty 
to advise the governor of the true 
status of the highway department's 
finances, I placed in his hands on 
the morning of August 22 a statement 
of what I found to be a close ap- 
proximation of the anticipated reve- 
nue and expenditures for 1951, which 
is as follows: 

Revenue. 

Tag tax, $5,000,000; gas tax, $9,- 

000,000; total, $14,000,000. 
Disbursements. 

Overhead, $500,000; maintenance, 
$3,000,000; flood damages, $500,000 ; 
due counties» for work on highways, 
July, 1931, $3,000,000; carryover 
from contracts in execution that

total, $9,000,000. Balance $5,000,000. 

“Hence it is clearly seen that if 
the tag tax is appropriated to other 
uses, not one cent will be available 
with which to match federal aid dur- 
ing 1931. 

“We have been advised by the fed- 
eral bureau of public roads, during 
the past week, that in order to relieve 
the unemployment situation in the 
drouth stricken area, which is almost 
nationwide, that the time of payment 
for federal aid funds had been ad- 
vanced so as to make available funds 
that could not have been drawn on 
before 19532. That being the case, 
there will be available to Georgia ted- 
eral aid amounting to $5,652,488 for 
1931. I am permitted to say so 
without being convicted of playing 
politics, the entire resources of the de- 
partment will be needed to carry on 
the work which we are laboring ear- 
nestly and faithfully to bring to a 
successful conclusion.

Belligerent as Afridi 
Subside. 


SIMLA, India, Aug. 25.—(#)—A 
sharp encounter in which a British 
army officer and eight infantrymen 
were killed, was reported today to 
have taken place between British 
troops and Hathi Khel warriors of 
Waziristan in the northwest frontier 
province 32 tribesmen were slain. 

With the repulse of an attack by 
Afridi tribesmen of Pesh:war, 
city of the province, the Waziri tribes- 
men to the southwest suddenly be- 
came active. The Afridis attacking 
Peshawar urged them to the field 
against the British. 

A Lashkar, of Hathi Khels, led by 
a mullah named Fazal Quadar, ad- 
vanced upon the remote city of Ban- 
nu, located in the mountains 1(0 
miles southwest of l’eshawar and the 
Khyber Pass. 

British force under Captain Ash- 
croft was sent out to parley with the 
tribesmen who had announced they 
were rallying at a spot on the Bannu- 
Kohat road. ; 

As the parleying began, Captain 
Ashcroft entered into an argument 
with one of the tribal leaders and 
another tribesman shot him down 
from behind. Captain Ashcroft was 
killed instantly. 

Immediately a hand-to-hand fight 
began. The mullah was fatally 
wounded in the British onslaught. 
Fight British infantrymen 
killed and ten injured. Besides the 
32 tribesmen slain, 14 wounded and 
70 taken prisoner. 

The British force included regular 
infantry, frontier constabulary and 
n*ti.. police. Its object was to fore- 
stall the tribal rally and to arrest 
the mullah. 

The mullah had sent a message 


stating he was prepared to surrender 


if he were permitted to march to the 
meeting place and then to the Bannu 
jail. At the jail he had promised 
that he and his followers would give 
themselves up without a fight.

The demonstrations were planted 
early in April with pedigreed Wilson 
Improved 11-16-inch staple seed, the 
seed being planted with improved 
droppers from 10 to 12 inches apart, 
and after germination chopped to a 
stand, leaving from three to four 
stalks to the hill. 


25-acre plats. Thirty days later sub- 
sequent applications of sulphate of 
ammonia was repeated in the same 
quantity as above. This made 700 
pounds per acre to 100 acres of the 
highest grade fertilizers ever used 
under cotton on large acreage and 6U0U 
pounds per acre of the same grade otf 
goods on the smaller tract of 25 
acres, Other applications were made 
later in differing quantities on the 
three plats, bringing the average ap- 
plications for the entire demonstra- 
tion up to 686 pounds per acre. _ 

Cotton on the entire demonstration 
began to open rapidly the middle of 
August and a_ statewide invitation 
was extended for Saturday, August 
93 for those who desired to visit the 
cotton fields Mr. Byrom and see 
for themselves® the results that had 
been obtained. More than 500 farm- 
ers, bankers, merchants and agricul- 
tural workers assembled -in a grove 
on Mr. Byrom’s plantation where a 
generous barbecue dinner was served 
to the visitors, and a meeting was 
held which was addressed by many 
leaders of thought and action on agri- 
cultural methods. 

Practically every one present vis- 
ited all three of the demonstrations, 
and were impressed with the fact that 
the improved methods of intensive 
culture which are being used by 4-H 
club boys on Their one-acre tracts, 
by farmers on two, three and five- 
acre demonstrations, ean be dupli- 
cated on tracts as large as the indi- 
vidual farmer concerned is able to 
finance. 

Among the speakers who were in- 
troduced by Colonel Jordan to the 
assemblage was Mr. Byrom, who 
spoke at considerable length in giving 
He stated that 
his cost up to picking time was 
$2,942.15. Fertilizer cost $18.93 per 
acre, and the entire demonstration 
was plowed nine times. Boll weevil 
control had been amply provided for 
and applications of poison were effi- 
ciently made at such intervals as 
were necessary to keep the _ cotton 
pest under subjection.

OUR SURPLUS COUNTIES. 


In a well-argued editorial the Co- 
lumbus Enquirer-Sun presents the 
case of “too many counties in 
Georgia” and says: 


It would appear the time has 
come when the question of opera- 
tion and economy should demand 
the merging of many of the coun- 
ties which are not self-supporting 
with others. 


The Constitution has advanced 
that opinion many times and given 
the reasons that should be convinc- 
ing to the citizens who are taxpay- 
ers in the counties that are over- 
burdened with the expenses of 
county officers and administra- 
tion. 

There are scores of obvious cases 
in the state where two, and some 
times three, counties could be 
merged with no loss of conveniences 
and with great savings of expenses 
and taxes. It is easy to point out 
such cases, where one set of coun- 
ty officials, one courthouse, one 
jail, one term of court and jury 
sefvice, one school system, one poor 
farm and one chain gaing could 
serve two or three adjoining coun- 
ties, with great savings of public 
money to their citizens. Modern 
rogds and transport make that con- 
solidation of interests even more 
convenient than the _ creation of 
Separate counties was supposed to 
be when their chopping out oc- 
curred. 

The constitution of the state pro- 
vides that— 


Any county may be dissolved 
and merged with contiguous 
counties by a two-thirds vote of 
the qualified electors of such 
county, voting at an eledtion held 
for that purpose. 


Therefore it is purely a question 
for the electors of a county to de- 
termine whether they will continue 
to be overtaxed for useless officers 
and administrative costs, or will 
combine with another county to 
reduce officials, expenses and taxes. 
There is scarcely a doubt that the 
taxpayers in fifty counties of the 
state would vote for county mergers 
if they had demonstrated to them 
the unquestioned facts and figures 
that argue for such consolidations. 
But their county officials will not 
supply them with such a demon- 
stration. 


PITIABLE! 


On Sunday at Cincinnati two past 
commanders of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, the Union army vet- 
erans of the War Between the States, 
warned the national convention of 
Federated Patriotic Societies “to 
combat the baleful influence of the 
Daughters of the Southern Confed- 
eracy.” 

It was a pitiable throw-back to 
the archaic “bloody shirt” era and 
came from minds still afflicted with 
the gangrene of sectional hatred. 
The utterances of the two old chau- 
vinists will be viewed generally as 
more defiling to them as soldiers 
and patriots than to the objects of 
their bitterness and fears. 

The warning that ‘‘the Daughters 
of the Confederacy is the country’s

“A Russian poet, writing in a Mos- 
cow magazine recently, described how 
he looked at his wife in the morning 
as she lay asleep. He observed, like 
d’Annunzio did this once of Eleanore 
Duse, ho-. her face had grown deeply 
grooved and tired and how many white 
hairs had appeared in the mass of 
black. And so the poet said to him- 
self speaking of his wife: “You are 
old; but I am young. I have ‘ately 
seen a lovely young girl at a window 
in our street. I am gratefyl to my 
wife for her help in the long struggle. 
ut [ have my life to live. I will 
divorce her this very day.” This un- 
bosoming, «one in poetic language, 
was hailed as a fine piece of writing 
by some of the Moscow critics. And, 
as the poet in question did not con- 
fine himself to words, but actually 
procecded to put his wife away and 
married the young girl, his act was 
called a demonstration of the new 
sense of independence in the prole- 
tariat and an indication of the break- 
down of the old bourgeois legality. 
But some days thereafter there came 
the voice of Besimansky, another Bol- 
shevik poet and he wrote: “Why do 
we permit such rot in our magazines? 
It is rankly counter-revolutionary this 
kind of wos... The woman who has 
gone throvvh famine and civil war is 
thrown aside. And who takes her 
place? The well-preserved little dame 
of the petty soviet bourgeoisie, a girl 
who plucks her eyebrows and smears 
her lips with rouge to imitate the 
bourgeois ladies of Paris. Are we go- 
ing to have our young workers be 
instilled with this kind of subtle poi- 
son’? Away with this depraved ‘oun- 
ter revolutionary bunkum!” ‘That is 
the way Besimansky talked. _Whether 
the first poet’s procedure was counter- 
revolutionary does not matter. The 
phraseology of the bolsheviks is often 
startling. But that in many cases it 
is a shabby egoistical trick, which, 
alas is not confined to the workers’ 
republic, no decent man will gainsay.

That is claimed to be a stipulation 
that would hog-tie the court and sub- 
ject it to possible plenary dictations 
by the United States. 


Stalled, and Still Stuck.

President Coolidge refused to ask 
the senate to modify or recede from 
its reservations. 

Meantime Elihu Root, the real pro- 
moter of the court and framer of its 
statute in large part, agreed with a 
British associate to an “interpreta- 
tion” of the senate reservations, which 
has been accepted by the league repre- 
sentatives. 

Thereupon President Hoover order- 
ed our Ambassador Gibson, present at 
Geneva, to sign the protocol for the 
United States and has submitted it in 
its amended form, including the Amer- 
ican reservations, to the senate for 
ratification. That matter will come 
up at the resumption of the senate 
session in December. Then the whole 
subject of adhesion to the court will 
again be threshed over.

FOGIES 


A reader submits his query, 
with full documentary data. The read- 
er saw a magazine advertisement by 
a quack who is so good that he has 
to use that means of attracting new 
patients. It never entered this read- 
er’s head, evidently, that a doctor who 
is good enough to please or satisfy his 
patients gets all the advertising he 
needs—his satisfied patients become 
walking ads for their doctor. Ain't 
it the truth? Well, you’re not fa- 
wniliar with the tricks of the doctor 
trade if you doubt it. | 

This unsophisticated reader happen- 
ed to have what the ad mentioned— 
varicose veins. The quack promised 
in the ad to remove ’em without opera- 
tion, and assured prospects that he is 
a graduate of a médical school that 
once, indeed, was famous, but in the 
last 30 years has degenerated far’ be- 
low the standard of*Class A-medical 
schools in America, -So the city yokel, 
let us call him, all in good spirit, con- 


sulted the quack, who, as you May ex- | 


cure him for a certain sum to be paid 
at a certain time, the old hokum, you 
know. But the good angels must have 
been guarding this little innocent, for 
he didn’t sign up for the quack’s treat- 
ment; he hesitated.

That was no kind of an answer for 
the medical director to make. If he 
did not know that the method of treat- 
ing’ varicose veins exploited by the 
quack is the best treatment we can 
give—and evidently he didn’t—he 
should have assigned the query to 
some doctor who does know what is 
going on in the medical world today. 
If he couldn't see on the face of it 
that the advertiser was a quack and 
an unsafe man for his policyholder to 
have any truck with, he should have 
turned that question over to some phy- 
sician who does know a quack when 
he encounters one. Had this cor- 
poration employe kept in touch with 
the progress of medicine he would 
have known that the policyholder was 
on the right track but in the wrong 
pew. There are hundreds of good, 
reputable physicians in the same -city 
where the quack holds forth, who are 
competent to obliterate varicose veins 
without interrupting the patient’s or- 
dinary occupation. A great insurance 
company’s medical director naturally 
would not be aware of that. His job 
does not call for a working knowledge 
of modern medicine.

LEAGUE CRITICIZES 
BRITISH IN PALESTINE 


GENEVA, Switzerland, Aug. 25.— 
(P)—The League of Nations’ mandate 
commission’s criticisms of the British 
mandate in Palestine, contained in the 
report published today, were mainly 
these: 

That the fatal troubles of last Au- 
gust should have been foreseen but 
were not. 

That the Arab outbreak was incited 
primarily by Arab disappointments 
over non-realization of their political 
aspirations, laid at British doors. 


That British troops and police were 
insufficient to maintain order in Pal- 
estine, considering the .inflammable 
character of the mixed population. 

That the Palestine government has 
shown itself unable to provide security 
for persons and property, the essential 
condition for the development of the 
Jewish national home. 

That Arab interests, in the face of 
Jewish colonization, were not fully 
safezuarded. 

The main points of Mr. Henderson's 
rejoinder to the report were: 

That although fully informed 
through annual reports of conditions 
in Palestine, the mandates commission 
itself did not foresee the disorders of 
last August. | 

That the Arab outbreak was not) 
incited by resentment against the Brit- | 
ish as allegedly responsible for failure 
of Arab aspirations. This is clearly in- 
dicated by the fact that there was no 
attack upon any representative of Brit- 
ish authority. 

That the Arab outbreaks were not 
premeditated according to careful in- 
quiry by the Shaw commission and 
therefore could not have been foreseen. 

That when the outbreak came the 
British government was attempting to 
establish the status of the wailing 
wall by agreement, which it regards 
as the only satisfactory settlement. 

That the Palestine government has 
not unlimited funds for agricultural 
and other developments which the 
mandates board recommended.

Opens G. O. P. Campaign 
for Congressional Ma- 
jority — Shouse Replies 
to Wood’s Charge of Ma- 
ligning. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—(UN) | 
President Hoover's “strong stand” on 
dry-law enforcement was praised by 
Sena Simeon D. Fess, Ohio, the 
new republican mnai:onal committee 
chairman, in the course .of a review 
of administration achievements deliv- 
ered in a radio speech ‘onight openihg 
the fall campaign of his party. 

It was the first mentic.. of prohi- 
bition in the national piese of the 
fight for control of congress at the 
Nov aber election. 

When Fess became committee chair- 
man two weeks ago he said prohibi- 
tion would not be made a campaign 
issue, | 

Fess made a pacsing reference to 
the republican committee's attack on 
democratic press-agent methods, by 
stating: 

“It is rather hard for the public 
to get a clear conception of this sit- 
uation while so many false _state- 
ments, some of them emanating from 
high political sources, have been put 
fort’ in an attempt to secure ad- 
\ .ntagé by increasing . the minds of 
the people the fear of un economic 
depression,” 

On the democratic side, Executive 
Committee Chairman Jvuett Shouse 
issued a statement replying to Repub- 
lican Congressional Chafvman Wood's 
criticism of the press bureru. Shouse 
through the now famed Michelson 
publicity bureau quoted speeches 
made by Wood in congress after Mr. 
Hoover upheld President Wilson’s re- 
quest for a dem-.:ratic congress. 
Wood was quoted as sa;:ng Mr. Hoo-

As to farm 
relief, he said, “The fundamental 
soundness of the legislation lies in the 
principle of maximum encouragement 
from the government with minimum 
interference by the government.” 

After explaining the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff, Fess said that talk of retalia- 
tion 5, foreign countries comes from 
“selfish interests.” He commented 
that prior to passags of the 1930 
act, 31 countries had already adopted 
in some form or other the protective 
System as a sound economic policy. 

“There has been no retaliation leg- 
islation and there will not likely be 
any,’ he said. “We will continue to 
sell what we have to those countries 
which need our wares, and will cun- 
tinue to buy what we need that other 
countries want to sell.” 

Fess described the business stimu- 
lation campaign undertaken by Presi- 
dent Hoover after the stock market 
crash and ensuing depression, com- 
menting that “our opponents . seem 
quite willing, but only to prolong a 
period of uncertainty in tariff legis- 
ation in order to bring a final vote 
as near to the campaign as possible, 
but were vocal in their numerous bul- 
letins declaring that the final vote 
would be adverse.” These statements, 
he said, were made in the face of 
knowledge that ghe democratic party. 
would supply enough votes to insure 
passage. Five democratic senators 
voted for the Hawley-Smoot bill on 
final passage. 

World peace, said Fess, has been 
‘the aim of the most notable service 
of the first year and a half of the 
Hoover administration. He told of 
the naval treaty, Haiti, and other in- 
ternational developments.

try with the advent of Senor Justo Suarez, and incidentally enthu- 
siasm for the fight racket has spread to the other side of the equator on 
this hemisphere. In fact, at the current writing there is more interest, 
judged by the newspaper space devoted to the Saga of ez, in the 
Argentine republic than there is within the jurisdiction of those Three 
Muddled Moguls, the New York State Boxing Commission. | 

The latest achievement of Justo Suarez was the stopping of 
Bruce Flowers, the somber Senegambian lightweight of New Ro- 
chelle, who was highly thought of by the boys in this vicinity. 
Instantly the critics decided that Suarez is another and a greater 
Kid Lavigne. But then the same essayists insisted that Kid Choco- 
late was another and a greater Joe Gans, and that Kid Berg, the 
modified murderer of Whitechapel, London, is another and a 
greater Harry Greb. Obviously the boys are a bit over-enthusiastic. 
But you must give Senor Suarez a little credit. Most of the visiting 

gents in the fight racket spend a year or so looking for set-ups. Primo 
Carnera has been with us some little time and nobody knows yet whether 
the signor, who is masquerading as a Venetian gondolier, is a fighter or 
just so much excess gorgonzola. Just as he was about to give the boys 
a chance to find out by meeting our Mr. Jack Sharkey in a real test, 
the garrulous gob changed his mind about it. This strengthens the sus- 
picion that Carnera really could fight, if he had to. 

In fact, Senor Suarez seems to be emulating Senor Luis Angel 
Firpo, who first interested the people of the Argentine republic 
in the manly art of modified murder. Firpo arrived with a spare 
celluloid collar and no excess in the form of a manager. He took 
them as they came in his stride until he met Jack Dempsey. 

In that bout he put more melodrama into the show than ever was 
seen in a heavyweight bout. He sent the champion out of the ring head 
over heels. But Dempsey came back, a little late, but he came back. As 
a matter of fact, Firpo did win that fight twice on technicalities. Dempsey 
was out of the ring for more than the conventional 10 seconds and later 
Dempsey, standing directly. behind Firpo, struck the Argentine down 
when he still had one knee on the floor. But in the record books it is 
written that Firpo was knocked out. 

The Argentines rather felt that Firpo got the works, as the . 
boys say, consequently it strikes me that the Muddled Moguls 
ought to see to it that Justo Suarez gets a few of the breaks. 
With the heavyweight division in a very sad condition indeed, 
something ought to be done to liven up the lightweight class. 

You may or may not recall that when James J. Jeffries, forced to take 
to the stage because of a lack of competition, finally became weary of it 
all and retired, the lightweight division came into prominence. That was 
the era of Gans, Nelson, Wolgast and the rest of them. Nobody would 
walk across the street to see the heavyweights falling. It looks as 
though this condition might prevail again. The Sharkey-Campolo thing, 
which is the only heavyweight bout scheduled for the near future, is not 
exciting the customers to any marked extent. 

nor Suarez must not be crowded out of the lightweight 
going this year or the Argentines will have some reason for say- 
ing that the best that a South American, who happens to be 
good, can get in this vicinity is the worst of it. 

Apparently Suarez wants to fight, and fighters who feel that way ought 


to be encouraged. 
VERY HEAVY LIGHTWEIGHTS. 
Lb ate Suarez and Flowers came into the ring the other night a pound 
and a half over the present lightweight limit. This makes it look as 
though Suarez might be one of those heavy lightweights, like Benny 
Leonard and Lew Tendler. It\has leaked out that when Leonard and 
Tendler fought the last bout as lightweights, they really were very healthy 
welterweights. Their public weighing in was held in strict privacy. 
In fact, there are no natural lightweights of any prominence 

in the game these days. Twenty years or so ago all of the light- 

weights were naturally in that class, and the lightweight limit 

then was 133 pounds. That was the perfect weight for Battling 

Nelson. Ad Wolgast, who won the championship from Nelson, 

always weighed a few pounds under that. Joe Gans, who fought 

all comers at all weights, could make that limit when he had to 

and without losing too much power. There were a dozen others 

who were lightweights naturally. 

In this division particularly, the boys seem to be getting heavier and 
worse with the years. It is a long descent from Gans, Nelson and Wolgasi 
to the present titleholder and the present crop of contenders. Hence, 
when they get as promising a newcomer as Justo Suarez he certainly 
should get what the boys call a break for the sake of amicable relations 
with Latin America as well as for the improvement of the breed of light- 
weights. 
: In the days of Firpo it was ‘feared that the heavyweight cham- 

pionship might leave America. Well, it has left America at last 

and the answer seems to be, ““What of it?’’ 

It would do no harm if the lightweight championship also left the 
country, not to mention a few more championships in the cauliflower 


industry.

Albrecht was bitterly opposed in 
his desire by his ambitious mother, 
widow of the Archduke Friedrich who 
led a fight in his behalf in legitimate 
ranks against the pretentions of Arch- 
duke Otto, son of the Ex-Emperor 
Charles, who has been studying at the 
castle of Steenoc, Frzeel, in Belgium, 
with the ex-Empress Zita. 

When at last the Archduchess Isa- 
bella's remonstrances became _ embit- 
tered, Albrecht took matters into his 
own hands and decided to leave for 
South America. 

On his way he determined to settle 
the question of love or politigs once 
and for all. He visited Archduke Otto 
in Belgium and by swearing allegiance 
to him automatically deferred his 
claims to the boy who is now the sole 
hope of the Hungarian legitimists. 

In Brazil Albrecht acquired 150,- 
000 acres of land, where he intends to 
settle with his bride and about 400 
Hungarian retainers. He is 42 years 
old, whereas Otto will be 18 in No- 
vember. 

In many respects Albrecht’s sacri- 
fice of his chances for the Hungarian 
throne resembles that of King Carol. 
The latter, while crown prince, exiled 
himself from Rumania for the love of 
the red-haired Magda Lupescu. 

Albrecht is 42 years old. He recently 
spent four months in South America 
and held many conversations with 
Hungarian emigrants in Brazil, Uru- 
guay. and Argentina. His unexpected 
return to Budapest last Tuesday was 
the cause of a sensation in royalist 
circles until he announced his inten- 
tign to abide by his decision in favor 
of Otto. Albrecht had received en-
